Gene Crenshaw, That edition had a 9-3 league record for
second place and entered the CIF playoffs, first and only
major varsity sport team to do so.

After watching the Tartars treat their cross-town
rival, North High, rather shabbily Friday, whipping the
Saxons with incredible ease 72-58, I have to rate Boerger’s
clan as one of the three top teams in what promises to be
a rugged and well balanced race for the 1960 Pioneer lea-
gue championship.
